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REMARKS 

Favorable reconsideration of the present patent application is respectfully requested in 
view of the foregoing amendments and the following remarks. 

The present Amendment incorporates allowed dependent claims 9 and 32 into their 
respective independent claims, thus putting the application in condition for allowance. 

In this Amendment claims 1, 26, 33 and 37 are amended, no claims are added, and claims 
9 and 32 are canceled (claims 2-3, 11, 13:25 and 35 were previously canceled). As a result, 
claims 1, 4-8, 10, 12, 26-31, 33-34 and 36-40 remain pending in the application. 

In the final Office Action of July 21, 2006, claims 1, 4-8, 10, 26-31, 34, 36 and 39-40 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) in view of U.S. Patent 6,498,955 (McCarthy) further in view of 
U.S. Patent 6,084,516 (YasushiV Claims 9, 32-33 and 37-38 include allowable subject matter. 

35 U.S.C. § 102 & 103 Rejections 
The §103(a) rejection of claims 1, 4-8, 10, 26-31, 34, 36 and 39-40 in view of McCarthy 
and Yasushi is obviated in view of the present amendments which incorporate allowed subject 
matter into each independent claim.
